SNEER AT MANUFACTURER 


The recent convention of the Can- 
adian Manufacturers’ Association at 
Halifax seeins to have prompted many 
unwarranted attacks ,on Canadian 
manufacturers in certain quarters. 
This causes the Calgary Standard 
to administer the following well 
merited rebuke in its editorial columns 
recently: 

It is the fashion in some circles 
to sneer et the Canadian Manufac- 
turers’ Association and the class of 
people whom it represents. But we 
observe that most communities are 
glad to hear of the establishment of 
factories or workshops-in their neigh- 
borhoods. For example there is a 
general feeling in this community 
that Calgary would be greatly bene- 
fitted by the addition of a number 
of productive industries employing 
many hands. The general opinion ap- 
pears to be that the men who would 
build large workshops here, operate 
them vigorously and profitably, would 
be useful members of ihe community, 
There is no disposition to exclude this 
class of investor as the enemies of 
the farmer or of the consumer or of 
the laborer. This hospitality to the 
manufacturer is the general attitude 
of the people in other Canadian cities 
and towns toward the local manu- 
facturers. Thus it happens that when 
at election time an attempt is made 
to set other interests against the 
manufacturers the movement usually 
fails. The plain people know that it 
is mot a genuine canvass, and that 
those who make it are either con- 
scious’ humbugs, or men who do nat 
understand what they aro doing.”

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SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN WORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


TTHE sole head of # family, or any 

male over 18 years eld, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-agency for the district. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands (not 
sub agent), on certain conditions. 


Duties—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each o} 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. ~ 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt. a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties.—Six months re- 
sidence in cach of six years date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
homestead patent) 
and fifty acres extra cultivation. The 
of cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stony land 
after report. by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 


A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 
per acre. Duties. —Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty acras and erect a house worth 
$300.00.

We are showing that 
Englishmen can stil! die with a bold 
spirit, fighting it out to the end, It 
will be known that we have accom- 
plished our object in reaching the 
pol., and that we have done every- 
thing possible, even to sacrificing 
ouiselves, in order to save sick com- 
panions. I think that the country 
ought to help those who are left be- 
hind to mourn us. Good-bye. I am 
not at all afraid of the end, but sad 
to miss rany a humble pleasure 
which [ had planned for the future 
on our long marche. 1 may not 
have proved a great exviorer, but we 
have done the greatest march ever 
made and come very near to great 
success. Good-bye, my dear f: iend. 

“We are very near the end, but 
have not and will not lose our good 
cheer. We have had four days of 
storm in our tent and nowhere’s 
food or fuel.. We did-intend to fin- 
ish ourselves when things proved 
like this, but we have dc ‘ided to die 
naturally in the track. As a dying 
man, my dear friend, be good to my 
wife and child. Give the boy a 
chance in life if the state won’t do 
it. He ought to have good stuff in 
him, * * * I never met a mar in my 
life whom I admired and loved 
more than you, but { never could 
show you how much your. ‘endsbip 
meant to me, for you had muck to 
give and I nothing.”’

First Dublin Strike, 


Probably the first Dublin strike 
occurred about 100 years ago, when 
the piers of Kingstown harbor were 
being constructed.

CREATURES OF NIGHT. 


Strange Characteristics of That Little 
Known Creature, the Bat. 


Of the more common animals about 
us the bat is probably the least well- 
known. This is because of its noc- 


turnal habits and the consequent dif- 


that most people seem to know about 
bats is that they fly at night and are 
“awful things to get into your hair.” 
As a matter of fact, there is no au- 
thentic instance of a bat ever ulight- 
ing upon a woman’s hair, and they 


‘re no more in the*habit of doing so 


| 


than are humming bir Js. 

The fact is, very little is known 
concerning the habits of bats. The or- 
der comprises 450 species, but it is 
safe to say that three-fourths of them 
are known only by their. dry skins | 
and skulls. They exhibit differences | 
in form that are fairly bewildering. 
They range all the way from the! 
beautiful to the fantastic and hid- 
eous. The great majority, however, 
are useful to man in destroying in- 
sects which, without ‘he aid of birds | 
and beasts, would very soon over-) 
whelm kim, The harmful species are 
those which des:iroy fruit, and a few, 
which suck the blood of domestic ani- 
mals. . 

One of the strang:.t characteris- 
tics about the bat is that it cannot fly 
from the ground. When it finds it- 
self upon terra firma it crawls pain- 
fully to some wall or tree, and, clam- | 
bering up to a suitible elevation, 
launches itself into the air. Once 
upon the wing all awkwardness of the 
bat disappears as if by magic. 

To be as ‘blind -~ a bat’ is not to 
be blind at all, but rather to possess 
powers of vision that are uncommon- 
ly good in semi-darkness, or at night, 
and fairly good even in broad day- 
light. When disturbed at midday bats 
will fly to places of safety as briskly 
and as successfully as so many swal- 
lows. Their eyes are small, having 
the appez-ance of tiny beads, and ia 
this respect they are wm exception to, 
most night animals. They all possess 
teeth, but here they show a wide

The bats have been divided into 
two natural sub orders—insect-eating 
bats and fruit-eating bats. There is 
only one family of fruit-eating bats, 
namely, the flying foxes, so named on 
account of their having faces like a 
fox. This is the largest of all bats. 
Specimens have been found measrr- 
ing as much as four feet from tip tu 
tip of extended wings. They inhabit 
India, Ceylon, the ““alay Archipelago 
and eastern Australia. Some of the 
fruit growers of California are so ap- 
prehensive of this creature, and so 
fearful that they might be “‘introduc- 
ed,” that they have secured the pas- 
sage of a law by which the importa- 
tion of the flying fox is prohibited so 
ri~idly that not one specimen can be 
imported, even for exhibition in a 
zoological garden. 

The bat goes into hibernation in 
the late autumn, coming out again in - 
the early spring. Its hibernation is 
very complete. It is an astonishing 
fact, which has been scientifically | 
proved, that respiration absolutely 
ceases. Such a state is almost un- 
thinkable to a creature like man, who 
cannot survive the cessation of the) 
action of his lungs for more than a; 
minute or two at a time. 

These creatures of the night have’ 
often been tamed, and though one 
would instinctly somewhat shrink 
from making a pet of a bat, yet all 
who have ever kept them are unani- 
mous in giving them an admirable 
character, saying that they will be- 
come so attached that they will fly 
out of the open window, hawk for in- 
sects all night, and be found in the 
morning hanging by the same window 
waiting to be taken in.

A RACE FOR FOOD 


It Was Slow and Painful and Over 
Arctic Ice Fields, 


PLIGHT OF TWO EXPLORERS, 


Their Fight Against Death by Starva- 
tion and the Visions That Were Con- 
jured Up by the Torture of the Mad- 
dening Pangs of Hunger. 


The terrible phantom that haunts 
every traveler in the desert is the pos 
sibility that he will not find water. 
The arctic explorer rarely suffers from 
thirst, but another danger, equally 
terrible and menacing, is always on his 
trail--etarvation. 

in “Lost in the Arctic” Captain 
Hjnar Mikkelsen. the explorer who, 
after having been given up for dead 
for over two years, was picked up in 
east Greenland by a sailing vessel, 
gives a graphic account of his race 
against hunger. Their sledge dogs 
dead, their outtits abundoned, every 
morse! of food iong since devoured, 
the only hope of Mikkelsen and. his 
companion was to reach 17 Kilometer 
Naesset. where, on the fall trip, they 
bad teft a few tins of food. 

“Every two hours we make a short 
hait, but the rest is spoiled by the 
thought of the uncomfortable quarter 
of an hour that awaits us when we 
start and try to get vur stiffened mus- 
cles into working order again. Our 
feet especially are very painful; the 
ankles are swollen and borribly tender. 

“The pangs of hunger increase every 
minute. For my own part, | can 
think of nothing but food. At first my 
thoughts dwell upon all sorts of dishes, 
but gradually they concentrate them- 
selves upon sandwiches— Danish sand- 
wiches. In particular my fancy turns 
Upun the food that | have seen given 
@way to beggars, and | grow furious 
at the thought of the contempt with 
which these gentry often regard such 
gifts. 

“Gradually the thought takes posses- 
sion of me that |! am walking in the 
streets of Copenhagen, eagerly on the 
lookout for sandwiches. Suddenly 4 
spy what I am seeking, a little white 
Object lying to the right of me.. I tura 
to pick it up, but as | stop my foot 

‘strikes against a stone. The shock 
brings me back to stern reality. 4 
take in my belt and stagger on again. 

“Iversen is in no better case. I notice 
that he frequently stops and peers 
through the fieldgiass at something on 
ahead; then he lets the glass-fall again, 
with a shake of the head. Once or 
twice | ask what he is looking at, but 
the answer is always the same—he 

thonght be bad discovered a case of 
Provisions, but it turned out to be a 
tock. 

“According to our reckoning, we 
ought to reach 17 Kilometer Naesset 
by about 6 in the evening. We keep a 
sharp lookout for the point and sight 
something about 4 o’clock that looks 
fike it.

“We bave no longer any idea of our 
whereabouts, and it is indescribably 
G@nceanny to see time after time the 
same beadiand with the two small hbil- 
locks at its foot, the ghost of 17 Kilo 
Meter Naesset. About 10 o’clock, half 
mad witb hunger and exhaustion, we 
give it op and, creeping as close to 
gether as possible, try to sleep. But 
the pain in Iversen’s Jeg is so great 
that he cannot sleep, and he is balf out 
of bis mind.

“It is bitterly cold, and the wind has

DAIRY BRANCH. 


Within the next few weeks several 
hundred cheese factories will be open- 
ing, hundreds of farmers will be pre- 
paring to milk thousands of freshly 
calved cows. Logically this begin- 
ning of a new season is the time to 
commence keeping records of pro- 
duction of the cows separately. Just 
a knowledge of the total yield of 
milk from the whole hertl may give 
the owner an idea of the average 
yield per cow, but that does not give 
quite enough information. There 
may be a thousand pounds of milk 
difference in the total yield of two 
cows for the season, which would be 
unnoticeable in the difference in the 
appearance of their two milk pails 
daily, Often the difference is far 
more than a thousand pounds, yet 
all-cows are lumped together, good, 
poor and medium, all alike, when 
taking merely an average. 

Since keeping records of individual 
production many a dairyman has in- 
creased the average of his herd by 
fifteen hundred, and two thousand
